“Gary was much shamer in that 
game,” said Manny, “and played 
reasonably well. But the following 
game against Sydney City in Mel- 
bourne he was influenced by the 
crowd. Eventually he was sub- 
Stituted.” 

To help Cole kick out of his 
form slump, Poulakakis said he 
may give the striker “a little rest.” 
and allow time for his confidence 
to be built up again. 

Poulakakis’ comments on Cole 
give 8 good insight to his attitude 
to coaching. He believes the psy- 
chological side of soccer is im- 
portant and so he concentrates on 
working on the mental prepara- 
tion of the players. 

His first move was to alter the 
training schedule from three to 
two nights. 

“These players have had a hard 
pre-season training programme,” 
he said “and their fitness is not in 
question. Training only two nights 
will freshen the players up men- 
tally and they will be eager to 
play. 

“We will achieve just as 
much in two nights of training 
because the players will look 
forward to training. Training 
three or four nights a week is 
too much for part-time play- 
ers." 

With Jim Tansey, Poulakakis 
went one step further and gave 
the State team defender a week 
off training. ; 

“Tansey is stale at present,”

said Manny. “He's been training 
three nights with Heidelberg and 
also training and playing with the 
Victorian team. | know he can 
perform better than he is and he'll 
be refreshed by the break.” 

The second step in Manny's 
plan to improve the players’ 
mental preparation was to talk to 
each player about their role in the 
squad 

“| wanted to see which players 
were comfortable in what posi- 
tions,” he said. 

The aim of Manny's work is. to 
improve the players with coach- 
ing, but also to give them con- 
fidence to express their ability. 

“Each player should be given a 
task he is good at,” said Poulaka- 
kis. “They will perform well in 
their roles and their confidence 
will improve.” 

Poulakakis beliees Heidel- 
berg has the talent to mount a 
serious challenge for the 
championship but is critical of 
the bonus points system 
which has given Marconi a siz- 
able lead at the top of the 
table. 










“The system is unfair,” said 
Manny. “the other teams pay the 
penalty if one team plays badly. In 
many cases, a 5-0 result comes 
because of the losing team’s bad 
form, not the winner's good form. 

“Asa result, the system favours 
teams lucky enough to meet a 
team which has an off day. It 
doesn’t encourage consistancy, 
which is the quality that normally 
wins league championships.” 

However, Manny admitted Hei- 
delberg’s chances of closing the 
gap on the leading teams would 
be decided on the team’s ability to 
pick up bonus points. 

On the top H goalscoring, 
Poulakakis defended his 
action of leaving State striker 
Jamie Paton on the bench for 
his early games with the club. 

“Paton scored two goals when 
he came into the game as a Sub- 
stitute because | used him as a 
“shock” weapon.” said Manny. 
“Defenders are quick at spotting 
the strengths and weaknesses of 
forwards, With Branko Buljevic 
and Cole, the defendes know 
them well, but Paton is new to 
them, and when he comes into 
the game as a fresh player, he 
creates a lot of problems.” 

Its likely that Paton will 
become a member of the opening 
eleven in the future. 

The temporary displacement of 
Cole is only one move hinted at by 
Poulakikis. Don't be surprised if 
Pat Bannon moves into the centre 
of the defence. 

“The combination of John 
Yzendoorn and Bob Provan 
lacks something,’’ said 
Manny. “Central defenders 
should work closely; covering 
each other and talking all the 
time, but these qualities aren't 
evident.” 





The combination of 
a Scotsman with a 
group of Yugoslavs, 
many of whom can’t 
speak English, may 
seem an unlikely one.

“If | want to get a special mes- 
sage to one of the players who 
can't understand me, | have Mile- 
nko Rusmir and Mendo Ristovski 
to act as interpreters.” 

Language should not affect 
McLachlan’s ability as a motiva- 
tor. His reputation as a motivator 
and disciplinarian were probably 
the qualities which won him the 
post at Footscray. 

McLachlan agrees this is his 
main task. 

“It's my job to motivate individ- 
vals so they will give maximum 
effort on the field,” he said. “|

Branko Buljevic is possibly the best for- 
ward in Australia, but he will not play again in 
the national team and is unlikely to represent 


Victoria. 


Buljevic is as fit and as fast as ever and is play- 
ing with the same brillaiance that made him a Soc- 
ceroo regular, but these things dont matter any- 


ynore. 

Even if Branko lets it be known 
he'd love to play for Australia 
again. the situation will not 
change. 

Buljevic, 31. has been given 
soccer's kiss of death — he’s too 
ad 

The Heidelberg Utd. striker's it- 
lustrious representative career 
was dealt the fina! blow a few 
months ago when national su- 
premo Rudi Gutendorf said 
Branko was too old to figure in 
the future plans of the Socceroos. 

Buljevic accepted the verdict 
without a murmur because he's 
been through it all before. He'd 
had a fair run, so he couldn't com- 
plain. 

But this week he was puz- 
zled by the appearance of Col 
Curran, 32, and Peter Wilson, 
30, in the Australian team 
which went down to New 
Zealand 1-0 in Auckland. 

The disappointed and dis- 
ilusioned Buljevic had to console 
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The story of the national team from1922 
until today ~— players, coaches, visiting

himself with the knewledge that 
he was best player in the match 
between Heidelberg Utd. and 
Sydney City. 

“Naturally [m= disappointed” 
said Branko, “because I'm playing 
just as well as | always have. I'm 
not saying | should be automati- 
cally in the team but at least | 
should be given a chance. 

“Age was never a problem for 
national team players in Australia 
until | was overlooked a couple of 
years ago. Then all of a sudden 
age made all the difference. 

“I can’t explain why I was 
not given a chance. It's hard to 
understand, and very dis- 
appointing. 

“Age means nothing to me at 
present. !'m running more than 
ever and enjoying my soccer. | 
have no injury problems and so 
I'm frustrated when people look at 
my age and consider me old.” 

Buljevic’s disappointments with 
national selection have mounted 
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slowly but surely since 1975 

After reaching the pinnacle for 
soccer players by representing his 
country in the World Cup West 
Germany, 1974), Buljevic retur- 
ned to Australia and has been on 
the outer almost ever since. 

In any other country he'd be 
a national hero. 

After the World Cup, Buljevic’s 
last game for the Socceroos was 
against Benfica of Portugal in 
Sydney, 1975. 

To show his greatness, Branko 
scored both Australia’s goals in a 
2-2 draw. 

Later that year, a Russian XI 
toured Australia and Buljevic was 
included in the national team 
squad. 

But he withdrew due to per- 
sonal reasons; a decision 
which spelled the end of his 
representative career. 

Buljevic continued to rank in 
the upper class of Australia’s stri- 
kers, but for reasons best known 
to the selectors, he was ignored. 

The seasons passed until 1977 
when Jimmy Shoulder prepared 
the Socceroos for their illfated at- 
tempt to win a place in the World 
Cup finals in Argentina. 

Shoulder's teem cried out for a 
striker with class; Buljevic was 
the man to fill the void 

But he wes ignored by 
Shoulder, who recalled Adrian 
Alston, then 30, and used 
Atti Abonyi, then 31, to the 
Australian team. 

Buljevic, at 29, was still thrown 
lines about his age holding him 
back. 

"Atti and Adrian are both 
friends of mine,” said Branko, ~ 
and | hold nothing against them. | 
would have loved to get back In 
the team in 1977. 

“| like challenges and making a 
comeback to the Australian team 
would have been a big challenge. 
Even now | don't like to jet young- 
er players get around me. It's one 
of those things about my attitude 
to soccer You must love the game 
and be dedicated in all areas.” 

Gutendorf's stamping of 
Buljevic as an “old” player 
came after the striker’s bril- 
liant display for a Yugoslav XI 
in Sydney against an Austral- 
ian XJ. The Yugoslavs won 4-2 
and Branko was the star of the 
match. 

"t played my best geme for 
the year in that match,” he said. 
“Everyone wanted to prove some- 
thing because Rudi Gutendorf 
was coaching the Australians.” 

Gutendorf praised Buljevic, but 
said he couldn't use him once he 
learned his age. 

The disappointment of the New 
Zealand affair is nothing new to 
Buljevic. 

More food for thought for 
those who claim age is a bar- 
rier is the 1974 Australian 
World Cup squad. The squad 
inctuded John Watkiss, 33, 
Johnny Warren, 32, Manfred 
Chaefer, 31, Jack Reily, 31, 
Jimmy McKay, 30, and Ray 
Richards, 31. 

These “old timers” didnt doa 
bad job getting Australia to the 
World Cup finals. 

But still, a large slice has been 
taken out of Suljevic’s footballing 
world. His talents will be confined 
to the Philips League, when 
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“Tm playing as well as ever. At least they should give me a chanc 
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perhaps he’s capable of producing 


more. 

However. his love for the game 
hasn't been affected by his four- 
year absence from the Socceroos. 

“Just playing soccer brings so 
much enjoyment”, he said. “Mis- 
sing out on the Australian team is 
disappointing, but my love for the 
game is stil] the same.” 

However, Branko is not about 
to remain quiet on his “ban” from 
Socceroo teams. 

“t'm sure there were some 
behind-the-scenes politics in- 
volved in me being overlooked 
for the national team,’” said 
Branko. “‘On top of that, I got 
the feeling the authorities pre- 
ferred Australian-born players 
to a naturalised Australian. 

“1 couldn't understand why 
Australia brought from England 
coaches to fill our top positions. 
Why couldn't we have local 
coaches instead of Green, Shoul- 
der, Worthington and McKendry? 
Australia has not had much 
success since Rala Rasic left.” 

And on a State level, Branko 
disagrees with the current format 
of the Victorian team. 

“Teams should be selected 
on form,” he said. *’The in- 
form players deserve to be se- 
lected, but at present they 
haven't got a chance to win a 
place.” 

Buljevic has played 25 games 
for Victoria, scoring six goals. His 
last game was against the Italian 
Army in 1976. Buljevic, of course, 
scored in the 1-2 defeat. 

“The problem starts with 
the Australian youngsters,’” he 
said. "‘In their family life 
things come too easily, and 
this sets bad standards. When 
it comes to soccer, young 
players aren’t deciated enough 
hecause they aren’t used to 
working hard. 

“I've seen many youngsters 
give the game away at the first 
sign of disappointment, because 
they want everything to come 
easily. 

“Young players in the PSL will 
work hard because they are at th 
top. But players with lower clubs 
give up trying to better them- 
selves. 

“Enthusiasm and dedication 
should push players to improve all 
the time.” 

Branko said he was amazed at 
the number of young players who 
acted like ‘‘stars” after one seaon 
in senior soccer. 

‘At several clubs I've seen 
youngsters demanding to playin a 
certain position, and arguing with 
the coach when they are 
dropped,” said Branko. “When | 
was a teenager. | would listen and 
learn, and if goalkeeper was the 
only position left in the team, | 
would play there. 

“The lack of dediction and en- 
thusiasm Is disappointing. In Eu- 
rope, the young players live for 
soccer. There’s a lot of com- 
petition to join a top club and 
players are desperate to be selec- 
ted. 

“There's a little chance of be- 
coming as strong in Australia be- 
cause there are so many things 
going against it. But that’s the 
only wey we'll improve as 2 
soccer nation.” 

Buljevic said Australia 
couldn't create the infectious 
feeling for soccer that's evi- 
dent in Europe, so our only 
chance is promotion of the 
game, using American-style 
techniques. 

“We must increase the interest 
among young players.” he said. 

‘They must love soccer. and be 
dedicated or we won't produce 
top players.” 

However, sometimes the gim- 
micks used by the Americans are 
harmful. 

“Players like Mike Micevski 
and Ducan Cummings were 
harmed by publicity,” said 
Branko. “They were built up 
as future stars but still haven't 
proved themselves.

1 hope Rudi Gutendorf does not really be- 
lieve that his Worid Cup task is becoming *’a 
mission impossible’’. 


Rudi seportedly made this statement amidst the confusion over player 
visas; a problem compounded by the unavailability of national squad 
players due to injury or work. 

It is possible that players like centre back Stuart Baxter, midfielders 
Peter Boyle and John Stevnson and striker Ken Boden will be lost to the 
national team due to the visa problem - though this may yet be solved. 

But if these fine players are lost to the socceroos there are other 
excellent players to replace them. 

Right from the start Rudi Gutendor's team selections were difficult 
because he had so many players of similar ability to chose from. Indeed 
he has said he could pick three teams approaching similar ability. 

The bigger problem is to have the players working together to build 
the cohesion Gutendorf seeks. 

They are scattered far and wide and have jobs to worry about. This 
dual problem is not faced by most of our World Cup opponents. 

What needs to be done to heilp-players resolve problems at work is for 
the training camps, trial games and tours to be organised well in advan- 
ce. 

This enables players to make some arrangement with employers. 

| know the boss of Joe Watson, a national team hopeful. He was 
terribly inconvenienced when Joe was able to give him only a couple of 
days’ notice before leaving for a training camp. 

There is no question that this is a difficult problem for Rudi Gutendort. 
lt has been compounded by the on-again-off-again possibilities of our 
involvement in the Olympic Games. 

Nevertheless he, in conjunction with the ASF must set down a strict 
schedule of training and practise games which is workable and con- 
venient for the players. 

This must be given to the players so that they can inform their em- 
ployers and make suitable arrangements. 

If this is set down, and as far as possible adhered to. our coach would 
suffer less of the frustration he feels at present. 

The alternative is to let marconi represent Australia — and that will not 
work either. 

Although Marconi now has seven players in the national squad, with 
another Allan Maher, knocking on the door, there is a possibility that 
when a full strength all-Australian eleven is named, only three Marconi 
players may be in it. 

This was the situation in 1973-74 when Rale Rasic was in charge of 
the national team at a time when | was a manager-coach of St George 
BSC. 

Rale had eight St George players in his squad but only two of these 
played regularly: Manfrad Schaofer and Doug Utjesenovic. 

Of the others, Bobby Hogg received a bad injury, while George Harris, 
Harry Williams Jim Fraser, Attie Abonyi and John Warren weren t regu- 
lars. 

On one occasion, the eight were in camp for eight weeks for Worid 
Cup games, and five of them did not get 6 game and came out of camp 
rusty as old knives.

The Philips League stands con- 
demned by the very fact that it 
allowed the game to go ahead 
just four days after six Marconi 
players had been used in Austra- 
lias international match against 
New Zealand in Auckland. 

Surely the fixture could have 
been switched to the Queen's 
birthday «holiday without much 
trouble

Australia’s 0-1 
defeat by New Zea- 
land at Newmarket 
Park Auckland, last 
Wednesday night, 
may have been a 
blow to the pride of 
Australian soccer but 
it was by no means a 
setback on the road 
to the 1982 World 
Cup finals in Spain. 


In fact this first win by the 
Kiwis over the Socceroos for 25 
years could well be a blessing in 
disquise. 
For it showed national coach 
Rudi Gutendorf the weaknesses in 
his squad and just where he has 
Sto start filling the gaps in his line- 

up. 
After NSW's magnificent 4-1 
win over Norwich City. everything 
on the national team front looked 
rosy and many people were led 
into the false hope that after only 
one outing, coach Gutendorf had 
found the perfect combination for 
his national squad 

Not even Marvo the Magician 
could have achieved such a feat 
so quickly! 

And the New Zealanders 
proved that these Socceroos are 
by no means the desired com- 
bination — yet! 

In fact the Australian soccer 
public should be prepared for 
some more defeats before 
Gutendorf comes up with the 
answer. 

For at this stage it is very much 
a case of tral by error 

Last Wednesdays game in 
Auckland should never have taken 
place, for the simple reason that 
the ground was in a terrible condi- 
tion and by most standards un- 
playable 

Gutendort wanted the game 

ed for 24 hours but 
the New Zealand heirarchy 
would not hear of it. 

So it went ahead. The Kiwis 
handled the situation much better 
than the Australians and this was 
a deciding factor in the result. 

However this is not an excuse 
for Australia's loss, as any team at 
international level should be able 
to handle any conditions that may 
present themselves.

John Gardiner is likely to return 
to his domain as the general of 
Essendon Croatia after the team’s 
disasterous performance against 
arch rival Preston Makedonia.

Croatia will need 
more than the inclusion of Gar- 
diner to retain the State League 
championship. The Essendon 
team had many players down on 
form and by the club's standards

Branko Culina is the only Es- 
sendon player who can hold his 
head high.

The midfield 
playrs (Keith Adams, Murphy and 
Andrews) were slow coming back 
to defend and were as effective

Croatia needs a dynamic mid- 
fielder: someone who can beat an 
opponent and go for goal. How- 
ever Murphy isn't the answer 
here He should play up alongside 
Carl Gilder, because without each 
other they aren't as dangerous.” 

Croatia tried to compensate for 
Murphy dropping into midfield by 
playing Cummings as a central 
striker, but this was a dismal flop 
Cummings drive on the flank and 
work in midfisid was badly 
missed 

Makedconia’s defence apart 
from when Gilder scored in the 
41st minute, played well, aided by 
a quick-retreating midfield 

Rainey had trouble with Culina, 
but Dave Garthwaite and Steve 
Beech were good players. 

Petrovski was the creative 
source in midfield, and the attack 
always has the better of the 
Croatia defence. 

Gilcer’s goal was a header from 
a Murphy corner, which Clayton 
failed to get to 

Makedonia, with Faulkner and 
McMiltan fit) can win the 
championship. Croatia will go 
close. but expect a few positional 
changes when the Essendon club 
resumes the State League 
championship on July 1.

MONEY MAGIC 


The margin of error is probably the most 
crucial factor when playing the pools. 


Ideally we are looking for eight score draws 
in any one system entry. If we make one entry 
of system 11 we can afford three errors. with 
system 12 it would be four and so on. By 
making planned entries we can prodive for a 
margin of error in a variety of ways. 


Let us consider covering 17 matches. The 
full combinations of eight from 17 is 24,310. 
Obviously the cost to cover the games in that 
way would be beyond the means of the aver- 
age punter 

Surprising as it may sound, we can reduce 
the cover on 17 matches to 990 lines and still 
allow for a high margin of error. The 900 lines 
represent six entries of system 11 and at 50 
cents each the investment would be $3.00 
This is my recommended plan for the week, 
and as usual details for making the entry will 
be given at the end of the article. 

As you will see, if you can forecast one score 
draw from two games. you could allow for 
seven errors in a further fifteen matches, and 
still be sure of at least a minor dividend 

Having studied the matches | found little dif- 
ficulty in finding 17 matches with ‘‘score 
draw’ appeal and the match numbers with the 
home teams for my selections are
